PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the United States Department of Health and Human Services and the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services, under the previous Administration, issued rules to restrict Medicaid payments to 
public providers and to disallow Medicaid payments for Graduate Medical Education and for hospital 
outpatient services (the “Proposed Medicaid Rules”), thus reducing the amount of money that will flow 
through the Medicaid system to health care providers, to the Cook County Health and Hospitals System 
and across the country; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Congress is on record in opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, United States Senator Richard J. Durbin took a leadership role by introducing an 
amendment to Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability 
Act, 2007” (the “Durbin Amendment”), with such amendment serving to place a one-year moratorium on 
the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, with the active support of the Illinois Congressional Delegation, the Durbin Amendment 
was included in Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq 
Accountability Act, 2007” and signed into law by President Bush; and 

WHEREAS, this moratorium has been continued by the United States Congress and expires on April 1, 
2009;and 

WHEREAS, the United States House of Representatives has acted to extend the moratorium in H.R. 1, 
“The American Recovery and Reinvestment Act,” to June 30, 2009; however, the United States Senate 
currently does not intend to include an extension of the moratorium in its version of this bill; and 

WHEREAS, the Proposed Medicaid Rules would reduce Medicaid payments to Cook County hospitals, 
affecting not only Cook County and its most vulnerable citizens, but the entire public and private safety- 
net health care system in Cook County and in the State of Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners opposes the 
Proposed Medicaid Rules and recognizes their potential impact on the Cook County public health system 
as well as the overall health care system in the state of Illinois; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby calls upon the 
Illinois Congressional Delegation, in conjunction with the entire United States Congress, to continue its 
opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners urge the United States 
Senate and the United States House of Representatives, in its conference on the economic recovery 
legislation, to accept the House provision extending the moratorium through June 30, 2009 and calls on 
the new Administration and the United States Department of Health and Human Services to dispose of 
these pending regulations prior to June 30, 2009; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners recognizes the 
invaluable leadership of Senator Richard J. Durbin and the Illinois Congressional Delegation in ensuring 
that the Bush Administration’s effort to unfairly cut payments to public hospitals and other providers 
throughout the nation is halted; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we ask for your continued leadership to ensure that the Proposed 
Medicaid Rules are disposed of by the new Administration; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Board is directed to deliver a suitable copy of 
this Resolution to each member of the Illinois Congressional Delegation.

“CROATIAN WOMAN BRANCH NO. 1 CHICAGO” 

WHEREAS, “Croatian Woman” was founded in Zagreb in 1921 with the simple mission of helping 
Croatians in need and less fortunate; and 

WHEREAS, from the start “Croatian Woman” was a strong organization that was built with a foundation 
based on clearly set goals in cultural and humanitarian fields; and 

WHEREAS, their goodwill was deeply imbedded, far-reaching, and felt by many throughout the world 
wherever Croatians live and people are in need; and 

WHEREAS, their unconditional love for their people led them into many fields which brought them into 
conflict with authorities; and 

WHEREAS, “Croatian Woman Branch No. 1 Chicago” was founded on January 27, 1929; and 

WHEREAS, this branch was established as the result of an idea Agata Durak and her daughter Vilma 
Strunjak brought to the attention of Dominican Father Innocent Bojanic at Holy Trinity Croatian Parish in 
Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois recognized the importance of the organization, and granted them a legal 
charter within a year; and 

WHEREAS, during the Second World War, “Croatian Woman” worked with the Red Cross and local 
hospitals, sending aid to soldiers and medical aid to the wounded, as well as donating time and money to 
help their homeland, Croatia; and

WHEREAS, once the war had subsided, “Croatian Woman” continued to promote Croatian Culture in 
America, working in the Midwest to support Duquesne University, which was one of the first universities 
to offer Croatian language, Croatian folklore and Croatian music as part of their curriculum; and 

WHEREAS, through their efforts “Croatian Woman” was able to educate new generations of Croatians 
bom in America about their homeland and help them develop an appreciation of both American and 
Croatian culture; and 

WHEREAS, during the fifties, sixties and seventies, when the homeland was isolated by the Iron Curtain 
of Communism, “Croatian Woman” found ways to send food, medicine and financial aid to the countless 
victims of floods and earthquakes; and 

WHEREAS, today “Croatian Woman Branch No. 1” remains very active in Chicago’s Croatian 
community, and provides social, humanitarian, cultural and educational services to the community; and 

WHEREAS, January 27, 2009 marked the eightieth anniversary of the founding of “Croatian Woman 
Branch No. 1 Chicago.” 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of 
Commissioners do hereby congratulate “Croatian Woman Branch No. 1 Chicago” on 80 years of 
excellence in public service, and give heartfelt thanks to the past and present members of this vibrant 
organization that has done so much to make Chicago and Cook County a better place to live as a result of 
their activities.

WHEREAS, the Loyola University Chicago School of Law became a member of the Association of

WHEREAS, for two years, the Loyola University Chicago School of Law closed its doors during World 
War II, but reopened in 1946 to again admit students; and 

WHEREAS, in 1981, the Loyola University Chicago School of Law opened the Loyola University 
Community Law Center, its first legal clinic, and in 1984 the Center for Health Care Law, now the 
Beazley Institute for Health Law and Policy, was established; and 

WHEREAS, in 2005, the Loyola University Chicago School of Law moved into its current location at 25 
E. Pearson; and 

WHEREAS, the Loyola University Chicago School of Law has produced numerous distinguished alumni 
who entered public service, including Chief Justices of the Illinois Supreme Court, United States District 
Court Judges, United States Attorneys, and Illinois Attorney Generals and numerous elected officials.
